Clovcrnook  has  passed  its  fiftieth  vear  of  service  to 
the  blind  and  we  are  most  grateful  to  our  many  kind 
friends  for  their  part  in  this  work. 

Our  little  family  leads  very  full  and  active  lives.  Each 
dav  begins  with  morning  prayer  followed  by  breakfast, 
then  off  to  the  shops  where  rhe  girls  are  employed  five 
days  of  the  week. 

In  the  Weaving  Shop  they  weave  lovely  rugs,  blankets, 
bags,  luncheon  sets  and  make  various  types  of  handwork. 
Their  products  are  sold  through  a number  of  our  Cincinnati 
stores  as  well  as  private  sales.  During  the  past  year  the 
sale  at  the  Pure  Food  Show  was  most  successful  as  well 
as  Carthage  Fair  and  the  Craft  Shop  for  the  Handicapped. 

One  member  of  the  family,  unable  to  walk,  another 
handicapped  with  impaired  hearing  and  speech  as  well 
as  loss  of  vision,  are  provided  with  handwork  in  the 
Home.  It  brings  them  much  happiness  and  cheer  to  be 
thus  employed. 

In  the  Printing  Department  our  girls  are  kept  busv 
embossing  Braille  magazines  and  books  for  the  blind. 
The  stereotypers  braille  the  metal  plates  taking  their 
dictation  from  the  dictaphone.  Another  group  proof- 
reads and  checks  errors.  The  assembling,  collating, 
sewing  and  stitching  is  done  by  our  girls  in  the  bindery. 
They  all  derive  great  satisfaction  in  their  work  as  they 
feel  they  are  helping  others  by  providing  Braille  Reading 
Matter  which  is  circulated  by  twenty-six  regio  lal

libraries  throughout  the  United  States  and  provided  free 
for  the  blind  by  the  Library  of  Congress. 

The  Cincinnati  Lions  Club  was  the  first  Philanthropic 
organization  to  help  us  to  establish  the  first  Braille 
magazine  for  blind  children.  In  later  years  it  became 
International  and  is  still  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by 
many  children. 

In  both  of  our  industries  the  girls  are  paid  for  their 
work  which  enables  them  to  buy  their  own  clothing  and 
feel  independent. 

We  have  many  visitors  who  are  amazed  when  they  see 
the  girls  at  work  and  note  their  accomplishments.  During 
the  past  year  five  groups  of  medical  students  visited 
Clovernook  as  well  as  groups  of  nurses  from  several 
hospitals.  Various  schools,  boy  scouts,  clubs  and  many 
others  are  impressed  with  the  work  of  our  blind  people. 

The  girls  participate  in  many  forms  of  recreation  such 
as  picnics,  movies,  concerts,  symphonies  etc.  They  also 
take  active  part  in  their  various  churches — teaching 
Sunday  School,  serving  on  banquet  committees  and 
playing  accompaniment  for  the  choir.  Each  girl  attends 
the  church  of  her  choice  as  Clovernook  is  a non-sectarian 
home  and  all  religions  are  respected. 

Holidays,  birthdays,  etc.  are  all  celebrated  with 
enthusiasm.
